command at home, A recont disaster in one
of the immediate suburbs of London aptly
illustrates the pressing need of reform in
the systom which exists there for tho pre-
vontion and extinetion of fire. It alao for.
nishes n singular example of mistaken reli-
pious zeal,

The old Btar and Garter Hotel at Richmond
Hill is almost famous in London anvals, 1t
stood in the neighborhoad of many struoctures
of ancient date, peculinrly liable to be de-
stroyed by fire. The inn was closed for the
winter, ita only denizens being the manager
~n gentleman who bad for many years been
an officer of the Lnglish army—a clerk, a
cellarman, and a boy. A fire broke out, in
what manner ianot known, at 2 o'clock in the
worning, and the building was totally de.
stroyed. All the inmates except the manager
escaped.  Flo was on the third floor, and was
slninly sesn long after the fire was nnder full
Lnldwuy. But there was no water obtainable
by which to check the flames, nor any ladder
or fire.escape to furnish a means of release to
the unfortunate man. Of course, he wos
burned Lo death; and not the smallest trace of
hbis body has been discovered. And when
this necdloss tragedy was complete, the antho-
vities convened a mbeling and began to
inquire how it all came about.

They nscertained that eight firc-engines
wore present at the seene soon after tho oul-
break of the fire, but that they were uttorly
useless becaunss no wator was to be had. The
“‘turncock” of the distriet, under whose
ocharge are the water-pipes, was firat
awakened. He discovered that there was an
inanflicient pressure on, and a man was sont
& distance of five miles on horseback to give
the nocossary orders at the office of the com-

ny. Delay after delay ensuned; and the

re-engines might as well have been in New
York as within a few rods of the burning
hotel.

But though red tape and a fanlty system
prevented the preservation of the bnilding,
why was not the man within it saved? The
evidence shows that the authorities were not
nnnware of the existing danger. Last au-
tomn they had applied to the rector of the
parish, whose church was not far from the
old inn, for permission to place a fire-escape
on the north side of the churchyard., They
called his attention to the fact that the place
was the best that eould be selected, on ac-
counl of its pnblicity; that there was great
need of securing to residents of the suburb a
better means of escape from fire than that
afforded by ordinary Iadders; and that in the
city of London proper fire-escapes in many
instances are allowed to be kept in the
churchivard of the parish fo which they be-
long. Dut the answer of the minister was a
rofusal, *‘I declice,” ho said, *‘t» allow the
fire-escape to be placed in the chnrchyard. 1
should think it wrong and an act of desecra-
tion to keep a fire-escape in tho churchyard,
which I kelieve to be holy ground.”

Now, if the clergyman had sllowed the
machine in question to he placed there, the
life sacrificed at the Star and Garter would
without doubt have been saved. No other
suitable station was found for it, so thal no
fire-cscaps whatever had been provided up to
the time of the fire. Is it not both absned
and wrong to assert that any gronnd is too

A CHINESE STATE PAPER-
GAME “NOWHERE."

Burlingame electricity is again active, and
we have li.leen waiting patiently for confirma-
tion of the extraordinary telegrams which
more than a weck ago were flashed noross the
continent, It was announced that the treaty
between the United Siates and Chinn, signed
at Washington, bad been ratified by the im-
perial Government, and that the sunug addi-
tional sum of §140,000 in gold had heen sent
to keep Mr. Burlingame awny from his
new masters for another two years. Wa think
it quite probable that the first ramor may be
true, for a more worthlesa piece of paper
never bore the signature eof diplomacy, and
the Chinere are quite shrewd enough to find
it out. Adepts at humbug thomselves, they
bave a keen eense of it when manifested by
others. 'They know, mone better, that the
Burlipgame ‘‘additional articles"—for he
never had the effrontery to cull them o treaty
per sc—gave no new privilege to the ontside
barbarian, and therefore cost ihe Chiness
pothing; nopayment of money, no conces-
gion of territory or commercisl privilege, no
surrender of prejudice; and hence it is quite
within the range of possibility thnt they have
been ratified, as doubtless will be the treaty-
lets (if we may coin a convenient word) Mr.
Burlingame has been eooking up ever sinoco,
including Norway, Switzerland, and all the
Pumper-nickels hoe has heen visiting, But
we have grave doubls as to the #=110,000—
meaning, of course, not spoecie, for all China
bas not so much gold ecgin, but a sterling
eredit to that amount in London.

Few goenes are more painfal and suggestive
than that which occurred the other day in the
Yirginia court over which Judge Underwood

resides, and in which ex-Governor Wise has

taly been admitted to practice. The Judge,
who, be it remembered, is a f(ull-blooded
\'lmﬁao, and was the zoslous and ronghest.
spoken pioneer of Northern innovators before
the war, took advantage of rome lucky open.
ing to revisw sucoinctly his first advent into
Virginia, his opposition to slavery, and the
hospitality of the peoplo sbown to him., It
was, in fact, a gracions bholding out of both
bis hands in the name of Yankee sottlers to
the ancien vegime, a premeditatad peace-
offering, ending with an especial tribute of
personal compliment to Governor Wise. Thae
Governor, whose deafness prevented his
cateching more than a word or two, fancisd
taunts whera thers wus only kindliness, and
supposing the red rog of *‘slavery” was
finunted in his face with wilful malice, rushad
to the conflict with n heat of invective, an
outery of defiance and woe, pitiabls beyond
description. The Judge and spectators, we
sre told, st dumb with astonighment and
pain. I% is the first timme that the class to
which Governor Wise belongs, the old repre-
gentative men of Virgidia, have given any
expression to their sense of real or fancied
wrongs since the war. We find nothing to
laugh at in the speatacle of the white-hoaded,
deaf old man, who lost sons, property, and
rank in society in the coullict, giving wvenl,
like Esan, to this loud and exceedingly bitter
ory.

DAMNATION DISTRIBUTED,.

We cannot imagine more ohearful resding
for an orthodox Catholic than the rovent
Papal Buoll of Excommunication, which,
thongh dated October 12, has only just been
In the preamble, his Holiness re-
cites how, for good and sufficient reasons,
numerons proclnmations of spso fuclo excom.
munication have been issued by the Church
from time to time, some of which have grown
obeolete aud useless in the changos of soclety
snd manners, giving rise to great anguish of
conscience smong the faithful. To relieve
them from this unnecessary torture, he there-
fore proceeds to define now and forevermore
the offenses for which the aforesaid ipse fuclo
excommunication is positively incurred, assur-
ing them that these and no others are subject
to that dreadful penalty.

This is renlly n work of benevolence when
we consider that by the ancient canous, in
force up to the 12th of October lasl, there
were geversl hundred offenses so heinons as
to be properly punishable only by this lasg
resort of spiritual power—a panalty which
separates from the church militant on earth
and the church trinmphant in heaven, with-
oul trial, senitence, or appenl, the unlucky
sinner who either knowingly or ignorantly
incurs it. In redncing these hideous irans.
gressions, therefore, to the compuratively
trivial numiber of three dozen, Pius IX has
earned a new title to the aratitnde of his fock

—{hough it must be confessod that sone of

thoan arve dinw o ppan s se gooeral that a
single one embmeer matlor which the older
custodinns of heaven and boll divided into
twenty or thirty.

Having thns resolved Lo ba more libaral
than his predecessors with the treasnrss of
sulvation entrusted to bis oharge, his Holiness
proceeds to announce (hat all apostates sud
heretics, and all who refuse obediencs to the
Roman Pontiff, are excommunicated by the
mere fuct of their disobedisnce, and ocan
only be reconciled by specinl application to
himsell, Geographers, we bellove, estimate
the population of the world at aboent a thou-
,--nm{ millions, of which the Unatholic Charch
boasta of possessing two hundred millions,
including the Indians of Arizona and Para-
gusy. Thns, as the monthpiece of
Omnipotent meray, Pius IX, at one
word cuts off from all rational hope
of salvation eight hundred millions of
human beings, with their innumerable pos-
terity; and it is no wonder that the official
organ of his court declares this act of crown-
ing merey to be ‘‘une des plus belles pages
du genersux pontifieal de Ple IX."

Even this, however, doss not exhanat the
resources of his benignity, for he proceeds
to include in the same curse all those who,
without specinl authority from the Holy Hee,
knowingly possess or read any books con-
demned by the Papal court.

judgment of the Congregation of the Index,
Ihink of the Englishmen who have igno-
rantly iodulged themselves by possessing
Bacon's “*De Augmentiis Scientiarum,"” Gib-
bon's “Rome,” Swift's *“Tale of a Tub,”
Robertson's *“Charles V," Roscoe's “‘Leo X,"
or even Combe's “‘Phrenclogy!” Tity the
Frenobhman whosa historical researches
have led him to peep into De Thon's “Histo-
rin Universulis” or Sismondi's “Republiques
Italiennes,” or whose literary tnstes may Lave
soduced him into the forbidden ground of
Rabelnis, or Montaigne's *“‘Essays,” or La
Fontaine's ‘*‘Contes et Nouvelles,” or who, if
scientifically disposed, has stadied Raspail's
“Chimie Organiqne!” One would have
thonght, indeed, that the perusal of Raynal's
“Indies’ or Vertot's ‘*Knights of Malta” was
in itself suflicient punishment, but the infal.
lible judgment of Rome has decresd other-
wise, and the weariness of thoso interminable
books is but the forotaste of the endless tor-

As we said before, there must bo something
particularly cheerful to a devoutand obedient
son of the Church in contemplating the care
with which his spiritnal father separates the
black sheep from the white. Knowing that
his faithiul obedience secures him a plass in
heaven, he has the satisfaction of feeling that
there ie little danger of being crowded there
s0 long us the vigilant custodian of the keys
uses the power entrustod to him with an eye
single to keeping out and not to letting in the
conntless millions of souls whose fate depends
upon his will, On the other bhand, as our
comyments are based on an official copy of the
original docnument, no person who reads this
need flattor himaslf with the hope that we
have made a mistake, and that if he possssses
any of the works we have menlioned, thera ia
sny excuso for him.
